Applicant Kay Skinner stated that in Lemmon Valley, where they live, there are lots of dogs and all of them bark; that they have
reduced the nunmber of dogs to eight, four of which are snmall and are kept inside the house; and that this pernmit is only needed
for approximately nine nmonths as M. Wight is planning to nove out to Red Rock. Ms. Skinner then answered questions of the Board,
stating that if these dogs were renoved, there would still be barking dogs in the nei ghborhood and that they could put the dogs in
t he garage at night.

Victoria Wells, 11645 Fir Drive, stated that it is correct that there are a | ot of dogs in Lemmon Valley that bark, but since

t hese dogs have been added, there is even nore barking. She stated that her mamin concern is safety because of an incident that
occurred when M. Wight threatened her son with one of the Rottweilers; and that she is afraid of this breed as they are vicious
and the fence is only about five feet high.

Jack Wight, applicant, stated that he has been raising Rottweilers for 18 years; that his dogs are not nean; and that breeding

and selling these dogs is how he supplenents his incone. In rebuttal to Ms. Wells, he acknow edged that he did threaten the boys
because they were throwi ng rocks at the dogs and he threatened to take themto their honmes and tell their nothers.

Kim Carl son, Departnent of Conprehensive Planning, stated that as part of the Washoe County Strategic Plan, an interdepartnenta
team was forned to investigate an enpl oyee pay-for-performance system and she presented a viewfoil denonstration of that
committee's Performance Incentive Program (PIP) and associ ated findi ngs and reconmendati ons, and answered questions of the Board.\
Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Conmi ssioner Sins, seconded by Commi ssioner Shaw, which notion duly carried, Chairnman Bradhurst
ordered that the recommendati ons proposed in the Perfornmance Incentive Program (PIP) report be adopted and staff be directed to
proceed with inplenmentation.

96- 967 WEST RENO LI BRARY BRANCH CONSTRUCTI ON

Lisa G anoli, Senior Adnministrative Analyst, presented various scenarios for financing construction of the West Reno Library
branch showi ng available funds fromthe 2-cent tax override, grants, niscellaneous donations, etc., and stated that there is not

sufficient noney available for the project without additional help fromthe General Fund.

Ms. G anoli stated that the cost to construct and equip is estimated to be $6.5-million and that staff is recommendi ng Scenario #



2, which woul d require approxi mately $495, 000 each year over a ten-year tinme frame in support fromthe County. She then answered
several questions of the Board.

Nancy Cumm ngs, Library Director, presented a report summari zing events concerning the Wst Reno branch and a report of WC-1 (the
2-cent tax override approved by the voters in 1994) projects that have been inplenented to date. She also stated that citizen's
committees, the Library Board of Trustees, and staff have done consi derable planning on this project, which has been in the
Library's strategic plan for many years. Ms. Cumrings al so di scussed the inportance of prioritizing the Library systemcapita
projects noting the trenmendous growth occurring in the North Valleys and Spani sh Springs and the needs that will have to be
addressed in those areas.

Katy Sinon, Assistant County Manager, pointed out that it was never intended that Wo-1 would be the only source of funding to
address library growh.

In response to Comn ssioner Sinms, Ms. Cummings then described the various programs of the Library for use in all the branches and
| ocal resident input on this particular branch

Conmmi ssi oner Moul i ot suggested that this proposal is not for a "branch" but instead is nmore like a "main" library and that perhaps
the downtown facility should be closed and turned over to the Law Library, saving the County $1, 000, 000; and this proposed branch
could be the "main," especially in light of the downtown parking problens. He stated that the North Valleys branch is 7,500 square
feet; that this proposed branch is in excess of 30,000 square feet with coffee shop, entry vestibules, etc.; that it is too
opulent; and that it includes a 600 square-foot enployee | ounge and many ot her anenities not found in a "branch" library. He al so
expressed concern regarding using all the WC-1 funds for the next 10 years for this one library.

Keith Lockhart, Chairnman of the Planning Cormittee for the West Reno Branch, and menber of the Library Board of Trustees, stated
that the planning for this branch goes back to at |east 1986/87 and rel ayed some of the history of that process.

John Barada, Barada-Fuetsch Architects, discussed the nunber of groups and individuals who provided input for this project and
expl ai ned how they arrived at the proposed size by allocating square footage spacing to each of the various prograns. He stated
that all they have at this point is a diagrammtic footprint.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated his dissatisfaction with a 1,350 square foot entryway and a 600 square foot enpl oyee | ounge,
especially when there is only 555 square feet allocated for the teenagers/young adults section and stated that he would like to
see these "frills" converted to nore functional uses.

Ms. Cumm ngs stated that some of the Library Board nenbers have expressed the sane concerns and that this does need to be
re-exam ned and sone redesign appears to be in order

In response to Chairman Bradhurst, M. Barada stated that the size can be reduced to 30,000 square feet w thout affecting any of
t he prograns.

County Architect Bob Hall explained that the docunent from Barada-Fuetsch is a program docunent and is neant to be the "backbone"
for the design; that the next phase would be schematic design, design devel opnent, and construction docunents; and that adjusting
the total size, nmaking nodifications and honing in on the budget are normal processes for this next phase, which would be the tine
to make the adjustnents requested by Conm ssioner Mouliot.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on nmotion by Commi ssioner Sins, seconded by Comn ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Chairman
Bradhurst ordered that staff be authorized and directed to continue to work with the design team the Library Board, etc., to
bring the costs down and to better define the additional support required fromthe County General Fund over a 10-year tine frane;
that staff from Public Wirks provide a witten report regarding the 15 percent contingency and architectural fees; and that staff
be authorized to begin the negotiation process with Barada-Fuetsch for architectural services for the next phase of the project.
